I was surprised, shocked, and very disappointed to 
receive your letter of July 16, 1990 (a copy is enclosed;. 

I was shocked because I think this issue deserves more 
than a standard form letter, shocked because I had expected 
an opportunity to meet personally with the review committee 
that mould be deciding my fats, shocked that you would alien* 
a decision to be made on this matter without a face to face 
meeting .

I am writing on behalf of my client Gary Stroup to ask that you 
initiate the National Council's review procedures of the East 
Central Regional decision to uphold the Central Ohio Council's 
suspension of Mr. Stroup f s Registration with the Boy Scouts of 
America. I have enclosed copies of the correspondence which 
tracks the history of this situation. 

As you can see from the correspondence, Mr. Stroup f s BSA 
Registration was suspended after he was accused of criminal 
offenses alleging sexual misconduct. The allegations did not 
arise from contact during scouting activities; and they did not 
result in convictions. Mr. Stroup was acquitted at trial on all 
charges.
